Mrs. Graham says the only signifi­ 
cant thing she remembers that her 
husband did that would in anywise 
point to the fact that he contempla­ 
ted suicide was on last Friday morn­ 
ing when he inquired of her about his 
insurance papers. It is said that the 
premium was due either last Friday 
or Saturday. 
Graham’s father committed suicide 
by drowning, following a melancholy 
spell, having met with financial re­ 
verses. 
This was wheni Bruce Gra­ 
ham was a young lad and lived with 
his parents in Kentucky. 
It is also 
said that he had an uncle and aunt, 
on his fa th ers sid^ of the house, who 
ended their lives via suicide route. 
It is a strange thing, but

long lists W'hen they do start. Per­ 
sons who have a leaning towards a 
desire to end their life are very much 
impressed upon reading an account 
•of the death of another person at 
their own hands.

RATS COSTLY BOARDERS. 


Millions of Dollars’ Worth of Grain 
Destroyed Every Year. 
It costs the American people $100,- 
000,000 yearly In grain alon e to feed 
the rat. This is on ly on e of man y In : 
terestln g facts glean ed from a state' 
rn en t prepared by the ex perts of the 
biological survey of the departmen t of 
agriculture en titled “The Rat Prob­ 
lem” an d Issued the other day. 
Un told million s are destroyed every 
year by the rat, which is also the prin 
cipal agen t In the dissemin ation of bu­ 
bon ic plague. 
The pest’s bill of fare 
in cludes almost everythin g eaten by 
man an d a con siderable n umber of 
thin gs n ot in cluded in human dietaries, 
as, for in stan ce, carrion , mice, kid 
gloves, ivory an d livin g horses’ hoofs. 
Its most common food is grain . If fed 
on grain alon e it is estimated that on e 
rat will eat GO cen ts’ worth a year, 
while of oatmeal it will con sume $1.80 
worth. 
The rapidity with which rats multi 
ply is the main reason why man ap­ 
pears to make so little headway in 
their destruction . It Is calculated that 
a sin gle pair of rats an d their progen y, 
breedin g without In terruption an d suf­ 
ferin g n o losses, would In three years 
in crease to more than 20,000,000. While 
praisin g the persisten t use of traps 
an d poison s, the ex perts believe the 
most promisin g lin es of ex termin ation 
effort lie in rat proof con struction of 
buildin gs, especially the use of con ­ 
crete in foun dation s, an d In reducin g 
the food supply of rats by the disposal 
of garbage an d the protection of food 
supplies. 


NEW KIND OF ECLIPSE. 


Professor Brashear Announces a Ce­ 
lestial Novelty For June 17. 
Fr6fessor John A. Brashear of Al­ 
leghen y, Pa., In a sign ed statemen t 
says that the eclipse of the sun on 
Jun e 17 will be un like an y other 
eclipse within the kn owledge of man . 
In part Professor Brashear says: 
“The eclipse will be of a very in ter­ 
estin g character from the fact that for 
a few sceon ds it will be an an n ular 
eclipse, then chan ge to a total eclipse, 
then back to an an n ular eclipse for the 
secon d time. 
“The writer can n ot fin d record of 
such an occurren ce in an y history of 
astron omy, although we have records 
of an n ular eclipses fcr 400 years an d 
of total eclipses for thousan ds of years. 
The eclipse as a partial phase of great­ 
er or lesser magn itude will sweep over 
the North American con tin en t from 
the n orth, decreasin g in size as It 
passes down through Can ada an d the 
states. 
“The cen tral lin e of a totality com­ 
men ces southeast of Tomsk, In Sibe­ 
rian Russia, courses on ly a few miles 
south of the n orth pole of the earth, 
skirts the east coast of Green lan d, 
where totality en ds n ear sun set.”

The relative merits of farmin g by 
I irrigation an d by n atural rain fall an d 
whether or n ot the Un ited States or 
western Can ada can produce a larger 
crop of oats are to be decided for a bet 
of $10,000 In cash, accordin g to the 
terms of a con test which was recen tly 
arran ged between farmers of Laramie, 
Wyo., an d Lethbridge, Alberta, says a 
Cheyen n e (Wyo.) dispatch. 
The $10,- 
000 has been posted, an d all the de­ 
tails of the con test have been arran ged. 
Colon el E. J. Bell of Laramie, own er 
of the largest farm In Wyomin g, put 
up the $10,000 which says that Irriga­ 
tion an d the Un ited States can do bet­ 
ter than Can ada. A syn dicate of farm­ 
ers aroun d Lethbridge, Alberta, head­ 
ed by Professor W. H. Fairchild of 
that city, has covered Colon el Bell’s 
mon ey an d says that n atural rain fall 
an d Can adian soil can raise more oats 
to the acre than can Colon el Bell, Wy­ 
omin g an d irrigation . 
On the American side the oats which 
will be en tered in the con test will be 
grow’n by Colon el Bell himself on his 
great Laramie plain s farm. This farm 
is more than 7,000 feet above sea level, 
on the western slope of the first ran ge 
of the Rocky moun tain s; an d depen ds 
en tirely upon irrigation for its moisture 
durin g the summer. 
For years Colo­ 
n el Bell has paid particular atten tion 
to the raisin g of oats, an d he holds a 
record of 137 bushels to the acre. By 
carefully selectin g the seed, specially 
preparin g the soil an d closely watch­ 
in g his ditches to see that just the 
n ecessary amoun t of water reaches his 
oats at the n eedful time Colon el Bell 
says he can con siderably in crease the 
yield of his oat fields. 
In Can ada the prize oats will be 
grown by farmers aroun d Lethbridge, 
with Professor W. H. Fairchild in 
charge of the preparation s an d the 
harvest. 
Professor Fairchild has for 
years studied the crops in southern 
Alberta, an d man y of the great yields 
of wrheat an d oats from Can adian fields 
are due to the adoption of his theories 
by the farmers of his section . 
There are on ly two rules to the con ­ 
test. 
On e of them is that the yield 
from 100 acres in on e body must be 
con sidered. The other rule is that the 
oats en tered must be “stan dard” grade 
or better. Either con testan t may pre­ 
pare the groun d, sow his seed, culti­ 
vate an d harvest in an y man n er he 
chooses. Nothin g but the result from 
100 acres will coufit in awardin g the 
prize. 
The Alberta farmers them­ 
selves are somethin g in the way of oat 
raisers, an d govern men t reports from 
that provin ce show that yields of 120 to 
125 bushels per acre are common . Oat

In man y cases the hearer or the reader 
wou ld Imagin e that the officials of the 
roads were in the habit of meetin g 
secretly in dark rooms an d deliberate­ 
ly plan n in g how to brin g abou t the 
ditchin g of tran scon tin en tal fliers. As 
a poin t of absolu te tru th an d a fact 
that can easily be demon strated by 
cold logic, railroad officials are more 
in fear of acciden ts on their lin es than 
an y other class of people, an d It Is a 
simple bu sin ess proposition that they 
Bhou ld u se every mean s to lessen the 
dan gers of trav el an d tran sportation . 
Dr. Du dley carries man y scien tific 
books an d in stru men ts on his car to 
aid his in v estigation s, which ex ten d 
ov er a field con siderably larger as re­ 
gards the railroads than has thu s far 
been in dicated in this article. For in ­ 
stan ce, he is an ex pert on the qu ality 
of the steel u sed in the rails, an d he 
carries three v ery powerfu l micro­ 
scopes, which he u ses iu ex amin in g 
rails an d other materials. The strem- 
matograph is a n ov el aid to the in ­ 
v en tor. This dev ice takes photographs 
of the track as it passes ov er it, re­ 
v ealin g its con dition in min u te details, 
the len s u sed bein g on e of u n u su al ex ­ 
cellen ce. 
He can ru n his car on practically 
an y railroad, bu t almost all his In v es­ 
tigatin g Is con fin ed to the sy stem of 
the New York Cen tral an d its associ­ 
ated lin es. Of late y ears the dy n a­ 
graph car has been chiefly occu pied In 
in spectin g eastern roads, thou gh du r­ 
in g its en tire career it has cov ered im­ 
men se stretches of territory throu gh­ 
ou t the Un ited States. 
It is absolu tely impossible to accu ­ 
rately estimate the actu al v alu e of the 
dy n agraph.
